It's not that cold weather increases the prdbability of 
rires," said Beach fire cpatain I. B. George, "but it 
denuuids more out of a homes' eiectricial system." v 

George, assigned to the Virginia Beach Fire Dq>ar- 
tment's Are prevention services, said Winter fires ii not 
really a problem, but adds that there are other 
seasOnaDy related mishaps which could occur. 

"Virginia Beach is pretty good," be said, "^ don't 
have many deaths. People don't really seem that con- 
cerned about fires until one happens to them; they 
flgure it could never happen to them, but it does all the 
time. 

"Traditionally, October and November are bad mon- 
ths for household fire calls because people start firing 
up their furnaces for the first time. Over the Winter, 
■one load residents may also have some problems with 
water Unei freezing up. Tliese types of things aren't 
what you'd consider nu^or problems, but they can be 
troublesome." 

HdpfidHfaits 

George said the following home and 
business safety reminders should be heeded 
over the Winter: 

FIREPLACES AND WOOD 

STOVES: Beach residents are using them 
more and more. It*s important, however, that 
fireplace users make sure the chimney is clean 
and unobstructed. Residents must make sure 
that the fireplace if free from Creosote, wood 
tars. Creosote is a sappy material which 
adheres to the walls of the fireplace and har- 
dens. It is very flammable. 



Beach residents 
learn safety tips to 
protect home and property 
in inclimate weather 



Beach fireplace users should not forget the 
protective screens that should be placed in 
front of the fire. Some people make big fires 
and leave them to bum all night long; this 
should not be done because prolonged heat 
can ignite any surroun<fing walls or fur- 
nishings. It is imperative not to leave a fire 
unattended over nighty and to remove ftieplace 
ashes and embers and keep them in a metal 
contahier away from the house. Embers can 
remain hot for up to 24 hours.

PORTABLE KEROStNE HEATERS: 
These type of heitters are alsoiiopular now. 
The most important thing to remember about 
these items is that all. heaters should be ap- 
proved and listed by some accredited natioiial 
laboratory. Most all of these heaters need ven- 
tilation; they need air for conbusti<Hi: One 
square inch of ventilation per every 1000 

BTU's used. 
People used to think that a house had 

enough natural leakage to accommodate the 

heaters. But, weather stripping techniques and 

materials have improved recently and the 

house is better insulated than ever before, and 

allowing little ventilation for noxious gases. 

FROZEN I^IPES: Electricial wire 
heating tapes sfai>uld be used to, r^Mur split 
pipes. iBut, make sure that the tape is approved 
for outdoor use; and be carefid hot to am>iy 
too much tape, as it may insulate too wdl §nd 
possibly cause a fire. -: • 

PARTIES: After parties are over, be sure 
to clean up all the ash trays, and dump ashes 
and butts into a metal container. 

It is also advised that all holiday decorations 
and trees be taken down as soon as possible af- 
ter the holidays to reduce the chances of them 
catching Hre. 

CANDLES: Wax candles should be kept 
away from curtains and other ^ potentially 
flammable objects. The plastic candles that 
were taken off the market really haven't given 
us much trouble because we took the 
worrysome ones out of the stores.

BUSINES^S: Beach businesses are ad- 
vised to maintain regular checks on any 
sprinkling systems or fire warning systems. 
Most systons should be checked annuaBy or 
semi-annually. 

Business are also reminded to keep dl fire 
exits clear of obstructions, especially over the 
holiday season when retail stock may be 
backed up and sitting in usually unoccupied 
areas. Beach businessmen should ask them- 
selves, "If a fire erupted here would fire 
fighters be able to get around easily? ' ' 

NIGHTCL0BS: Beach nightclubs are 
advised to curtail any overcrowding in the 
establishments. They should not exceed the 
posted occupancy loads. Spot-checks arc per- 
formed without warning to insure regulation 
conformity. Beach businessmen and in- 
nkeepers should keep exft aisles clear andiire 
doors unlocked.

Beach skiers welcomed 
by Snowshoe president

"The skier response wc have had from 
Virginia Beach has been tremendous," said 
Snowshoe ski resort president Frank Biirford. 

"I have been overwhelmed at the number of 
Beach skiers on ihe slopes at Snovv«.hoc." 

Burford, who 'is the 'major shareholder in 
the company, bought the 5.()00 jurc icsorl out 
of the Charleston, W. Va. Federal Bankruptcy 
court four years ago. Bui the complex was ac- 
tually built seven years ago. 

"The Snowshoe complex was first built 
about six or seven years ago," Bulord said, 
"and the shareholders then tried to operate- il 
for the first time during the 1974-75 scasitn. 
That was a mistake; they shouldn't have done 
it. 

"The operators wcte not able to open that 
season until January 15, and experienced 
many problems even after ilicy did open for 
business. That year they served 26,0(X) skiers; 
lost one-half million dollars and went 
l>ankrupt." 

The next year, 1975-76. the federal courts 
appointed a federal trustee to run the resort. 



But even the government couldn't make 
Snowshoe turn a profit. 

"That year," said Burford, "Snowshoe ser- 
ved 60,000 skiers and lost SI 00,000. It was ob- 
vious to me that neither the government, nor 
the previous share holders knew how to 
manage a West Virginia ski resort. 

"In the Summer of 1975 the courts amended 
its original plan and decided to try to sell the 
seemingly money losing enterprize. I heard 
about it; sold my coal company and leased it 
from the federal court for $1 a vear."

Burrord orricially as.sumed (he rull-tiinc resixynsibiiity 
for Snowshoe during the 1977-78 season, which was also 
Burford's shortest season to dale. But, Snowstioe began 
making money. 

"The skiing season that year only lasted 106 days,"

he said, "But served 123,<XX) skiers and made Si600,000 
profit." 

The following season, 1978-79, Burford and his staff 
of 250 company employees served 129,000 skiers in 122 
days and made $600,000 again in profit. But the best 
was yet to come. 

"In the 1979-80 season," Burford said, ?'we served 
205.000 skiers in 134 days and made $700,000. 

"Thus far this season, we arc running about 40% 
ahead of last year's figures; but in all actuality ^e don't 
expect to serve 240,000 skiers this year. We'll probably 
end up with an overall increase of about lOVt over last 
year." 

Beach skiers? 

What do these figures mean in terms of hOw many 
Virginia Beach skiers actually ski down Snowshoes' 
slopes? 

"We estimate that annually," Burford said, "18% of 
our skiers come from the Tidewater area, and that 10% 
of those skiers are from Virginia Beach." 

According to Burford's figures literally lO's of 
thousands Beach skiers have flown down the S^nmvshoe 
slopes in the last 6 years; and the figures are growing. 

How will Snowshoe accommodate the continued in- 
flux of skiers over the coming years? 

"We plan to either construct a new 5,100 foot long 
ski Uft and slope, or expand the existing Cup Run ad- 
vanced slope by next season. It will all depend on the 
financing.

"The Snowshoe complex was first built 
about six or seven years ago," Buford said, 
"and the shiireholders then tried to operate il 
for the first lime during Ihc 1974-75 season. 
That was a mistake; they shouldn't have done 
it. 

"The operators were iu>i able to open that 
season until January '15, and experienced 
many problems even after they did open for 
business. That year they served 26,(XK) skiers; 
lost one-half million dollars und went 
bankrupt." 

The next year, 1975-76, the federal courts 
appointed a federal trusltx to run the resort. 



But even the government couldn't make 
Snowshoe turn a profit. 

"That year," said Burford, "Snowshoe ser- 
ved 60,000 skiers and lost $100,000. It was ob- 
vious to me that neither the government, nor 
the previous share holders knew how to 
manage a West Virginia ski resort. 

"In the Summer of 1975 the courts amended 
its original plan and decided to try to sell the 
seemingly money losing enterprize. I heard 
about it; sold my coal company and lea.sed it 
from the federal court for $1 a year."

Burford ofricially assumed the full-time responsibility 
for Snowshoe during the 1977-78 season, which was also 
Burford's shortest season to date. But, Snowshoe began 
making money. 

"The skiing season that year only lasted 106 days,"

profit." 

i The following season, 1978-79, Burford and his staff 

df 2S0 company employees served 129,000 skiers in 122 

days and made $600,000 again in profit. But the best 

was yet to come. 

"In the 1979-80 season," Burford said, "we served 
205,000 skiers in 134 days and made $700,000. 

"Thus far this season, we are running about 40% 
ahead of last year's figures; but in all actuality we don't 
expect to serve 240,000 skiers this year. We'll probably 
end up with an overall increase of about 20% over last 
year." ; 

Beach skiers? 

What do these figures mean in terms of how many 
Virginia Beach sliiers actually ski down Snowshoes' 
slopes? 

"We estimate that annually," Bvn-ford said,. "18% of 
our skiers come from the Tidewater area, and that iO% 
of those skiers are from Virginia Beach." 

According to Burford's figures literally lO's of 
thousands Beach skiers have flown down the Snowshoe 
slopes in the last 6 years; and the figures are growing. 

How will Snowshoe accommodate the continued in- 
flux of skiers over the coming years? 

"We plan to etthpr construct a new S.IOO foot long 
ski lift and slope, or expand the existing Cup Run ad- 
vai.ced slope by next season. It will all def)end on the 
financing. 

"The estimated cost of the additions will range bet- 
ween $1 andSl.S miUion." 

Burford attributes Snowshoes' success to- customer 
service, word of mouth advertising, and excellent 
skiing. 

' i "If others won't say it, I will," Burford said. 
^Snowshoe offers East Coast skiers the best skiing 
south of Vermont and east of the Rocky Mountains. 

"Excellent skiing conditions, conscientious customer 
service, and word of mouth advertising about the 
quality of our slopes has nude Snowshoe as successful 
as it is today. 

"We want to know the customer's needs and desires 
are. and we strive to fulfill them. I think this is the 
rjeason that 65% of our new customers say they came

Virginia Beach City Charter changes calling for in- 
creased pay for Council members and the direct election 
of mayor by the people are being proposed to the 1981 
General Assembly. 

The two changes were among three approved by 
Council Monday afternoon for consideration by the 
State L^islature. The third change would eliminate the 
city's role in calling for advisory referendums. 

llie ten members of Council unanimously approved 
the changes rdating to the salary increase and advisory 
referendums. but divided 7-3 in its vote on the direct 
election of ^iayor. Councihnan Patrick L. Standing was. 
abseiit and {voting against direct election were John A. 
Bautii, Dr.! Clarence A. Holland and Mayor Dr. J. 
Henry McCoy, Jr. 

Council's present salaries (4,800 for Council members 
and $8,000 for the maycH-) were set in 1970. If the

General Assembly approves Cotincil's request, which 
seems likely, Council members will receive $8,000 a year 
and the mayor $10,000 effective July 1 . 1981 . 

After failing to postpone the effective date for a year, 
until after his present term has run out, Councilman 
Donald Merrick said that he would return to the city 
anything over $4,800. City manager George L. Hanbury 
said the money refunded to the city would be tax- 
deductible. 

Councilman Reid Ervin was in favor of removing the 
salary setting authority entirely from the General 
Assembly to the Couneil, but Council opted to leave the 
authority with the General Assembly. 

Although Councilman W. H. Kitchin III pointed out 
that the public has easier access to CounciF than the 
General Assembly, Councilman Holland said that 
leaving the authority with the General A&sembly offers 
checks and balances. 

Dr. Holland said that "not one of us ran for money," 
and repressed concern that the pay would get so high as 
to lure people to Council with money rather than the 
will to serve. 



Baum said that it wa!» not right to ask people to serve 
and to never adjust the pay. 

Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf suggested it might 
better to delay the effective dayte to 1982 so that those 
who elect to keep the entire salary would not seem less 
ahruistic than those who don't. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley pointed out that a 
delay until 1982 would still affect present Council mem- 
bers—those with two years more to run. 

Councilman Ervin said that he didn't need the salary, 
and contributes his to charities, but sfill thought the 
average memtiership was entitled to raises.

Council members and candidates for Cbuncil. The elec- 
tion would be held at the same time as the May con- 
toiilmanic clcctions-the next one will be held in 1982. 
Voters would be asked to vote for Council members on 
the 7-4 forumula now in effect-seven from boroughs 
and four at large--and vote leparately for mayor. If th 
mayor elected is also a candidate for election for re 
election to Council and fail$ to win his Coiuicil seat, he 
would not serve as mayor. 

Ervin was concerned that the split vote on this 
proposal would weaken Council's position before the 
General Assembly. 

Dr. Holland said that although the plan does not give 
the mayor more power than hew has now, it may push 
in that direction. 

Baum thought the procedure would add to the con- 
j fusion at election lime. "If we change something we 
should show some clearcut way for improvement which 
would result." 

Councilman Howard Hdichober said that Virginia 
Beach has sophisticated voters who have demanded 
more participation. He cited a University of Virginia 
study which states there is a tendency for an increasing 
number of cities to chose direct election of mayor. He 
said 31 percent of cities with council-manager forms of 
government have direct elections. The study shows, he 
said, that there is a greater participation in cities with a 
direct election of mayor. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan said that direct elec- 
tions were a healthy proceti and that it was worth a try. 
"We can always change it back." 

Mayor McCoy said that with the borough plttt the 
procedure was confusing. 
McClanan said, "Our whole election is confusion. " 
Although she voiedTor the change, Councilwoman 
Barbara (Unky said she was worried about the con- 
fiifion which might ensue especially in a ciiy with a 
Mfhiy trandcw populatioa. 

Ervin pointed out thai Norfolk which like Virginia 
fcac*. iMf election of mayors by City Council, has 
frodKcd itfMf nayon Ihe in lair Fred Duckworth and 
Ihe cwrmii fiieeM Tbonui. 1>brtxmoutb. whh direct 
tkctHfn of Hsfipr, alM> pndtKed a strong m^yor in 
DM( Davis. 

Ervin denied that he would use direct election "as a 
vehicle to get myself ekctcd mayor." as has been 
suggested. He said he wanted to avoul the bloodshed of 
the past six mayoral elections. He said he is npt in- 
terested in being mayor. 

"My plan may not be a panacea, but what we have 
now if not a panacea." 

Oberndorf said she was in favor of direct election of 
mayor so long as the city's council-manager form of 
government was not threatened. 

In the matter of advisory referendums. Council 
would have the chief judge of the circuit court call for 
advisory referendums when petitioned by 25 percent of 
the quahried voters. At present Council is required to 
iill for such elections, which Council considers is an 
unnecessary step. The recent referendum concerning the 
availability of homosexual publications in the city's 
libraries was called for by Council, which had no 
choite, after 25 percent of the qualified voters 
petitioned for thie refcntndum. 

Generally, speakers at the public hearing on the 
changes Monday were in favor of the changes. 

Mrs. Martha Kessler favored direct election of them 
mayor and thought Council needed a raise. 

Richard Webbon. former city clerk and a member of 
the Coundl of Civic Organizations (CCO), said that 
although the CCO had not yet voted on the proposed 
changes, he gathered from conversations that the 
Oi«anization found it suitable for Council to consider 
<firect election of the mayor and said Council members 
deserve more pay. He said the amount they now receive 
is iittJc oompensation for the hours they put it. 

He also suggpited that Council consider having 
mayoral elections for four-year terms. Ervin pointed 
out that staggered terms of Council would eliminate 
some from ever running for mayor if terms were to last 



, four years. 

i Of the last four mayors, he said, three have chosen 

not to run again after a two year term. 

Mrs. Love favored a salary increaisc for Council. She 
was reluctant, however, to give the entire authority to 
Council. "With Congress setting an example, voters 
would be disenchanted,'' she said. 

CablcT.V. 

Declaring a need for cable television service along the 
beach front, Virginia Beach City Council Monday af- 
ternoon took its first step toward considering a cable TV 
frandhise for an area which is soon to be served by 
another cable TV company. \ 

In two weeks Coinici will consider an ordinance gran- 
ting (he franchise as well as an underground easement 
on city property for laying cables. 

Public hearings, Monday's to determine need and one 
in two weeks to consider the franchise, are required un- 
der the city's CATV ordinance. 

Resort Satellite Communications, Inc. is requesting 
the franchise to build a class oik, 3S-channeI television 
cable system from 2Sth and Atlantic Avenue south to 
Second Street and 25th and Atlantic Avenue north to 
43rd jStreet. The system would serve the resort area in 
the Beach Borough along Atlantic Avenue. 

Cox Cable TV of Virginia Beach, which has the cable 
. franchise for Virginia Beach, has already cabled the 
area: Roger Pierce, regional manager of Cox Cable TV, 
told Council Monday that the area should receive ser- 
vice in seven to 14 days depending on the completion of 
a relay station. 

He agreed that Federal Communications Commission 
{(FCQ r^ulations rule out an exlusive franchise for any 
Company, but said it was unusual for a municipality to 
give a franchise to over-build an are«. 

He said that if the Resort franddse is granted it would 
be the first time a Council will have permitted one caUe 
system to overbuild another. He said that Houston, 
Tex. has five franchises but that they are located in five 
geographical areas. ^ 

. While Cox Cabh; has laid its lines along the street, 
jRcMif hofMS tt) li^fUs lines along the city owned grassy 
strip 4»st of the molds. 

I Alice MulleB, praident of Resort Satellite, said the 
liystem has been designed by professional cable 
engineers, and the cable and hardware will be "state of 
the art." The programming will inchide all local 
.television and services from SATCOM I, public access 
channels, educational access channels and lease chan- 
IneU. 

The new coanpany is a brainchild of Scott Sterling, 
owner of the Princess Anne Hotel and Inn and father of 
Ms. Mullen^ Sterling already has a satellite disk on his 
property by which he offers his hotel clientel varied 
viewing which he plans to extend to other hotels through 
cable TV. 

Sam Houston, attorney for Resort Satelite, said that 
he first presented the cable plan to the city ad- 
, ministration last June 16. However, members of Coun- 
cil Monday complained that they lacked enough infor- 
mation to make a decision. *! f 

Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. said that the st^TThas 
I been aware and that it was not fair to hold them off 
much longer. 

Councilman Reid Ervin wanted to know why it had 
taken from July to now to get this far. 

Mrs. Mullen said that the company would basically 
serve hotels. She said that experience at the Princess 
Anne hm has indicated that specialized services such as 
telccjonferencing will attract customers to Virginia 
Beadi and help expand the tourist season. 
; - W^ H. Kitdhin III, Beach Borough Council member, 
, said he was not opposed and that the "competition 
would be great... I fed certain the motd owners would 
be in favor. "^ He wasn't sure about how need would be 
deteilmined, however.

If it's not illegal I don't think 
competition would hurt anybody." 
j Houston said it was "democracy in action," 
' Councilman Garence A. Hollahd was concerned that 
Council was "rushing into sometl^ing." 

Coundlman Donald Merrick said that although the 
public hearing was scheduled, "iCoundl was not given 
10 cents worth of information." 

Ervin said he would certainly ask whether the service 
fo^ttld be comparable with servicjes available. 

Qoundlman John A. Baum said he was sorry that the 
J j^^mment got into Cable TV so that local people are 
'pven stock to hdp the company cut down on red tape. 
' Houston said later that what the^'Oompany charges 
i^id raties have nothing to do with whether the franchise 
should be granted. It would be discrimimttroy if a fran- 
chise were not granted, he said. 

Resort Satellite expects to comply with the provisions 
of the CATV Ordinance ain>roved on March 17, 1975, 
the same one under which Cox Cable operates. 

Coundl unanimously voted to declare a need for 
another Cable TV service. Councilman patrick L. Stan- 
ding was absent.

Waxscalc 

Q. My tree hai wkfle tampt oa it, The taaiiM have 
red ccatcn and are easy to peri off.

A. The white bumps are insects called wax scale. They 
suck sap from theiree and will eventually kill it left un- 
treated. At this time of year, spray your infested plants 
with dormant oil. This treatment will suffocate the pests 
and is not toxic to animals. Be sure to read the label 
carefully, especially on temperature requirements. 

SoHlcsting 

Q. Is there aayoae who can Icsl my soH for me? Bryan 
JcMic, Uttle Neck Borough. 

A. Yes. We wil^ test it if you'll pick up our soil sample 
box and information sheet. They can be found at any 
local library. The more information you give mc via the 
sheet the better recommendations I am able to give you. 
Avoid the spring rush and do it now. Drop the sample 
off at the library and within three weeks you will get the 
results and recommendations back in the mail. 

Poinsettfa care 

Q. How should I caic for my poinscttia aflcf the 
holidays arc over? Rath Stamp, Beach Boroagh. 

A. Give your poinsettia pknty of light till May. Water 
thoroughly whenever the soil becomes "slightly" dry. 
Fertilizing depends on how "happy" your plant is with 
its surroundings. Undef optimum conditions, fertili^ 
every third watering.

What should Virginui Beach residents expect locally 
in 1981? 

difficult question to fathom? Possibly, but 

basically Beach residents 
should seek direction in 
several areas of the com- 
munity: 

PLANNING AND 
PARKING: Many 
Beach r idcnts livint in 
VIrfb' . Beach now will 
pnit Jj still be living 
br in IS or 20 years. It 
n^/ be nice aomeday to 
tee a dozen oceanfront 
high-rises dancing on the 
shoreline; throwing 
millions of dollars into the 
Beach economy. But that 
vision has yet to appear. 
Ooldfarb ""** ^'*"* building in 

Virginia Beach now stands 20 stories tall. Plans to con- 
struct structures higher than that meet with vehement 
opposition from local military avaition factions; thus 
posing an impass for future highrise development at the 
Beach. 

The City of Virginia Beach should act in 1981; 
realizing as the land mass is being continually consumed 
by unyielding ocean currents that future construction 
must be directed up. not laterally. Beach residedts must 
make development decisions now which will not only 
address today's problems, but will aUo ideally, and' 
carefully consider planning standards for the future. 

The Atlantic Avenue parking problem is related to 
-•••nqing but is more conrirted. Traffic congestion is 
also a major concern in Virginia Beach'» higher growth 
areas, but that enigma is in its adolescent stage and 
should be effectively dealt with before the situation 
worsens. 

The Strip parking problem is older, and hits Virginia 
Beach right in the pocketbook since it involves tourists. 

Restrictive parking policies on Atlantic Avenue ac- 
tually serve neither the Beach innkeepers nor merchants. 
This still causes friction. The policy, which restricts 
parking on the Avenue between 10 p.m. and 6 a.m.. in- 
furiates tourists who receive traffic tickets for not 
leaving in the middle of a movie, or dinner, to move 
their car. 

Beach council has said it wiU help solve the calamity, 
if, and when the Beach innkeepers and merchants agree 
on a plan of action. In the meantime the reaort section 
of Virginia Beach is receiving no relief, and in a few 
months the onslaught of tourists and their cars will 
return. 

A devine plan should be drafted in 1981 to determine 
now to live with the city's increasing growth rate; how 
to deal with the problems of heavy tourist ingestion. 

EROSION PROTECTION: The City of Vir- 
ginia Beach has a beach protection plan which should be 
completed by 1990. It will provide for erosion preven- 
fion measures and should rebuild the beach con- 
iMcnbly. 

Bat. in the meantime, the city's beautiful shoreline is 
being eaten away by Mother Natures' devouring jaws. 
Baaclies to the north of the 15th Street fishing pier to 
about 30th Street have been washed away completely to 
the boardwalk. Ironically, the displaced sand has settled 
to the south and created spacious white sandy beaches. 

Structural groins, or sand bars could be created and 
placed by engineers which could prevent some of the 
erosion of resort baich. Dredging efforts seem to be ad- 
ding sand to the bare beach gradually, but the process is 



noisey and ugly; entirely unsuitable for the tourist 
season. Structures placed in isolated and marked areas 
of the water would be out of sight and silent. The struc- 
tures could only serve to help the situation; what could 
it hurt to try? 1990 is a long way off. 

RESTORATION/DEMOLITION: As 

Virginia Beach (property becomes increasingly more 
valuable, there is evidence that unless development is 
curtailed, the oceanfront conununity as we know it 
could become one big parking lot. ' 

Atlantic Avenue traffic is, as already noted, prac- 
licaJJy unbearable in the Summer. Additional construe- 



Restaurant issues ^ 

Beach lobbyists 
aim for Assembly

Virginia Beach

Even shoveling a couple of inches of snow can be dangerous

If not done properly, 
the simple task .of 
shovding snow this winter 
in Virginia Beach may 
prove liazardous, or even 
fatal, to some Virginians - 
-especially men over 40, 
according to Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield's fitness 
coordinator John H. 
Bates. 

"Shoveling snow is 
realty a ye^ strenuous ac- 



tivity. It puts tremendous 
sudden pressure on the 
heart and cardiovasculair 
system, demanding from '6 
to IS times the energy used 
by the resting heart," said 
Bates, an exercise 
physiologist. He noted 
that diose in the most 
danger are people with 
high blood pressure 
and/or undiagnosed 
onronary heart disease. 

Bates said that in the 
Chicago-area last winter. 



40 persons died in just one 
day from the over- 
exertion involved in snow 
removal. Many others 
who weren't up to the task 
because of their uncon- 
ditioned muscles and weak 
cardiovascular systems 
suffered minor injuries, 
stiffness and soreness, and 
low back pain. 

"A snow needn't be 
deep for shoveling to be 
dangerous," Bates com- 
mented. "Even removing 



a two or three-inch ac- 
cumulation can prove 
fatal. And it isn't the 
shoveling itself that's the 
problem. It's the way we 
go about it." 

Bates explained that 
most people try to do too 
much, toe fast, shoveling 
great mounds of snow and 
working very quickly. 
"The CQiftbination ' of 
heavy stow and rapid • 
working pace puts a great 
strain on our systems-. - 



especially when we're not 
in condition." "^ 

The Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield fitness 
specialist recommended 
some precautionary 
measures that can reduce 
the dangers associated 
with snow shoveling. 

•Use a short shovd, 
with a small scoop. 

•Lift small loads, not

Bates emfkhastzed that 
those pteoplf who have 
high Mood bressure, suf- 
fer from ai|gina. or are 
otherwise-a [high risk for 
heart attacks should not 
shovel snonf under any 
circumstanc^.

job over to a healthy 
family member, or pay a 
neighborhood youth to do 
it for you," he suggested. 

According to Bates, 
women are often more fit 
than men for snow 
shoveling. "For one thing, 
women have some natural 
protection against heart 
attacks," he explained, 
pointing out that, 
statistically, men younger 
than 40 are as many as 20 
times more likely to have a 
heart attack than women. 

"Women often are in 
better physical condition 
than men, too," Bates 
continued^ mrttng that this 



is in part a consequence of 
the owrk women do to 
keep up their homes. 
"Men are often disdainful 
of such household ac- 
tivities as sweeping, mop- 
ping, and vacuuming 
because they don't fit with 
the traditional 'macho 
male' image,", he said. 
"However, such activities 
actually help ^strengthen 
the arm and back musdes, 
and the fact tiut women 
usually are left to do these 
jobs contributes to the 
superior conditionuig that 
many women enjoy. Men 
who want to get in shape 



would do well to pitch in 
and help with household 
chores, especially if they 
spend their working days 
sitting at a desk." 

Bates concludedr "We 
all need to become more 
phjwically fit. If you're 
not in shape this winter, 
start now to get ypursdf in 
condition. Work with 
your physician or a 
qualified fitness expert lb 
develop a regular exercise 
program and follow it.

There 
has been little improve- 
ment, and the doctor feels 
that Bill's disability will 
last for many more mon- 
ths. 

The S7S3 a month in 
benefits the family 
receives is slightly more 
than the average for 
families of disabled 
workers. The payments 
don't cover all bills but do 
meet basic needs. In ad- 
dition, Medicare began 
helping with hospital and 
doctor bills 2 years after 
checks began. 

Bill has been itching to 
work. He is frustrated 
knowing he can never 
work again as a mechanic 
because of all the bending 
and lifting.

Virginia Beach will invite bond consultants to submit 
proposals for a ccMitract due to be awarded on March 
28.

A S700.000 plan which would provide an additional. 
1,090 parking spaces at the North End of the Beach has : 
been recommended by a Vtrignia Qeach Council: 
Committee composed oi Dr. Qarence A. Holland and' 
F. Reid Ervin. 

City manager George L. Hanbury said Monday 
afternoon at an informal session of Council, that with 
Council's approval of the plan he would try to fiind the 
project in the Capital Improvement budget over a three 
or four year span. Establishment of a parking plan *o 
would enable Hanbury to have the architect to go ahead 
with the design for the median strip. 

The plan calls fcM-: 

•Widening of the service road along the west side of 



Atlantic Avenue an additional six feet on the east side 
including curbing and allowing parallel parking on both 
sides of the service road. The median would be fiiUy 
landscaped.. This would provide 714 spaces for a net 
gain of 315 spaces. 

•Widen to 36 feet of asphah surface the numbered 
side streets from 42nd Street to 89th Street between 
Holly Ayenue and Oceanfront, with entrances as 
necessary for driveways and paraUel parking permitted 
on both sides of the streets. This would provide 
approximately 3,S9S parking spaces for a net gain of 
775. One and a half spaces per dwelling unit will be 
reserved for residents requiring 1808 parking spaces 
now and 2,410 spaces with total development. 

Execution of the plan requires the removal of 
encroachments by residentis on dty property. 

The North Virginia Beach Civic League, while 
supporting the plan, has requested that "no parking" 
signs will be erected to protect access to private 
property and that stop signs on the feeder road be 
replaced with yield signs except at major thoroughfares 
to fiadlitiate the use of the feeder tobiA as a bike path. 

The committee recommended that the improvements 
be scheduled over a period of time as funding is 
available and as utility projects are completed. 

Coundhnan Ervin said the plan will bring to the 
North End a fully-developed parking plan where now 
{Mrldng is penoiitted onfy on the east side of the service 
road, \ \ . 

Dr. Hdland said he was grateful for the cooperation 
of the North Virginia Beach residents.

Maritime 'Museum 

The Board of Directors of the Virginia Beach 
Maritime Museum, toe. has asked Qty Council for a 
loan of $85,000 to start its program this summer. 

Coundl wil|.consider the request next Monday. 

Bruce T. Martin, executive vice president, said the 
l^useum will repay the loan at the same interest the 
dty is paying-8.375 percent-but has requested that 
repayment start at the end of the fourth full operating 
year with fiill payment scheduled for the end of the 
eighth year. 

In a letter to dty manager George L Hanbury, 
Martin said the Museum plans to spend a minimum of 
$^,000 in 1981 tp remodel the interior of th« old Coast 
Guard station on 24th Street where the ntuseum will be 
located s&thtt the dty^ lotn would be protected in the 
investment in the dty-owned building. 

Part of the station will be used by the city as a 
Visitor** ^nter Willi the remainder for the museum. 
; Hanbury said that the museum differs from the 
proposed Maritime Science museum off General Booth 
Boulevard in that it is a historical museum while the 
other will be a science museum. He said he had 
requested the Coast Guard Museum principals to do 
nothing which would hurt the fund raising efforts of the 
science museum. 

He said that generally, science-related organizations 
are helping the sdence museum while history-related 
organizations are helping the Coast Guard museum. 
Hanbury^sug^gestcd that the Mariti^me Museum 



consider inserting "historical" in its nameito further 
differentiate between the two.- j » 

^According to Martin, the Museum expects receive 
$40,000 in paid admissions during the first year which 
is expected to increase to 5120,000 in the fifth year. 
Memberships are expected to bring in $10,000 the first 
year and increase to S20.000 by the third year. 

One-time sources of income wiill include: 

$40,000 from the Virginia Beach Board of Realtors 
from the sale of Herb Jones prints. Approximately 
1 ,300 prints have t>een sold to date at $25 each. 

$10,000 from the Princess Anne Historical Society. 

$3,000 from Jaycees from proeeeds from a black-tie 
ball in March at the Pavilion for 2000 people. 

The Museum expects income to be outstripping 
expenses by $140,000 to 1 1 1,000 by |he fifth year. 

The museum will be open all year round and will 
contain historical and maritime arts exhibits from local 
collections, public and private museums and possibly 
international maritime artists. 

Two public museums and three private museums 
have given conditional consent, private collectors from 
the Tidewater area have offered collections and 
negotiations are under way with other private and 
public museums for future loans. 

Councilman Reid Ervin expressed concern that other 
organizations would make similar requests for loans. 

Hanbury said that the only organization which may 
make a similar request is the Sheltered Workshop. 

Martin said the Museum's request was unique in 
that it was a loan, not a donation, and the organization 
will refurbish a city-owned building. He said that if 
anyone came up with a similar proposition, the Council 
should approve it. ' 

Mrs. Alice Walters, a member of the board, told 
Council that the project is the culmination of a five-year 
effort.

Location and major 
design plans for an inter- 
change at the intersection 
of VA Route 44 (Virginia 
Beach - Norfolk Ex- 
pressway) and First 
Colonial Road in Virginia 
Beach were approved 
recently by the State 
Highway and Transpor- 
tation Commission. 

Increased heavy .traffic, 
especiall'y during peak 
hours, indicated a need 
for an interchange of 
some type to alleviate this 
congestion, and .studies 
showed that a modified 
diamond-type interchange 
with a loop ramp in the 
Southeast quadrant would 
best s^rve traffic needs, 
the commission said. 
i The loop ramp will 
provide eastbound traffic 
on Route 44 with north- 
bound access to First 
Colonial Road. To 
provide space for Ihe 
loop, both the eastbound* 
and westbound ex- 
pressway bridges crossing 
the northbound lanes of 
First Colonial Road will 
be extended. 

The modification will 
accommodate three nor- 
thbound lanes, in.stead of 
the existing two, on First 
Colonial Road for some 
1,100 feet to each side of 
Route 44.

Projected traffic volumes 
for the year 2000 indicate 
more than 3,000 vehicles a 
day will use the inter- 
change. 

Representatives of Scott 
Memorial, United

Thus I'ur, the Virginia Beach school system, under 
the guidance oT superintendent b. E. BfickeN, has 
delayed action on the hot issue, it allegedly has used a 
family plan curriculum at times approved by State 
education and heahh boards, sometimes taught after 
school and al night. Nevciilieless, the question of 
integrating formal sex education in the Virginia Beach 
school system is still emotionally charged and 
controversial. 

Many Beach parents believe that sexual matters 
should be handled in the home or church; others who 
are aware of the steadily increasing teen pregnancy and 
venerea! disease rates agree with Beach health officials 
and charge that sex education in the home is 
ineffective. ■< 

"There's no doubt about it," said Beach health 
educaiorTlianr Walker, "the children of Virginia Beach 
must be belter educated concerning human sexuality: 
and ii had better be done fast before Virginia Beach has 
a big epidemic on its hands. 

"But even in spite of the community health hazard 
these high rates produce, there are still parents in 
Virginia Bbach who wave their Bibles and argue that 
sex education leads directly to irioral decadence. Some 
people call me. an educator, a devil. They charge that 
sex education instructors are only telling youngsters 
how to d<l>it and get away with it." 

HcaMk rales akurnkit 

Proponents and opponents have been battling over 
!he sex education issue for years. The school board and 
health boards have been caught in the middle. 

Ik. George C ^{almd. director. Virginia Beach 
Department of Health, says it is time to end the bitter 
arguing, and start worrying more about Virginia Beach 
children. He also agrees with Walker's prediction of an 
epidemic. 

"Right now. during the Winter montlis in Virginia 
Beach." Sjohind said, "the Beach heaUh dinic at 19th 
Street and Arctic Avenue treau 40 to SO people daily Cor 
venereal disease, in the Slilmmer, that figure doubles. 
In round nupibers. we are treating onwards to 18.000 
Beach resident a year; moitly for Gonorreah. 

"The number of teen pregnancies in Virginia Beach 
is staggering, fai 1978, which is the last year we have 



complete data for. 1,185 teenage teenage pregnancies 
were reported city- wide. A farther statistic^ break- 
down reveals that of that total number, 489 girjis. aged 
15 to 19,' gave birth that year. Six other girls tinder 15 
also gave birth. Abortions that year numbered! 639 for 
girls in the same age group, with 14 ad|litional 
instances of abortions for girls under the ag^( of 15.

"These figures are just unbelievable, and pr^>jectians 
fronv the Eastern Virginia Health Systems jAgency, 
Inc.. proiiect that by 1990 Wginia Beach wOl jlead the 
locaKour-city area in teemge births. | 

"We fed very strongly that the city shouldl employ 
sex education classes wherever it can. Hie only way to 
curtail VD and teenage pregnancies is khrough 
professional education, bi a sense, we are exMiriencing 
a mild epidemic at the Beach. But our epidemic is a 
quiet one. Gonorreah, for example, can only be caught 
by quietly having sex; so catching it doesi^'t alarcb 
people like Polio does, you can easily catdi th^it just by 
walking by someone with it." 

Parents anst take the lead 

Sjolund said it is not up to the health depajrtment to 
initiate any sex education action, but he said the 
department would support any organized factjion in the 
city championing the idea of public edudttion and 
snuffing out disease.

But some othet 
married couples experience that situation and don't pay 
it much mind." 

School board any act 

School board member Ann Taylor has paid attention 
to the community health proMem in Virginia Beach, 
and thinks its time for action. 

"Tlie figures are appalling^" she said. "I have no 
patience with peofrie who are repeated offenders, I 
mean, girls who become pregnant three or four times in 
a row. It just isn't right and something should be done 
to people Uke that. 

"We are concerned over the high VD and teenage 
pregnancy rates in Virginia Beach and know iVs a 
prdblem'. But h is hard to make sex education in the 
schools compulsory. If it did get in the curricohim, 
however, I susped it would save the taxpayer money be 
taking people out of the welfiue lines. 

"Hie young giiis who became |)fegnan(^ or boys or 
girls who catch VDdojxx really understand what their 
quality of life, and that of their habies. should be. They 
are not old enough to think for themselves, and unless 
someone does something, who knows where it wiU all 
end."

Chairman DeFord isn't exactly sure what type of 
action, if any, the school board will consider on this 
issue. One option, however, according to DeFord was 
brought up three years ago and may be brought up 
again. 

"Several years ago I, and some other board members 
approached the public broadcasting station WHRO," 
he said, "concerning the possibility Of finding • 
pre-produced sex eduodon in-ogram, or even produc- 
ing one ourselves. 

"Cost factors prohibited us from actively pursuing 
the idea of producing our own. We tatted further about 
locating a weU produced sex education program, but 
with no results. The idea died then, but in light of the 
recent health findings 1 am going to talk with Dr. 
Brickell and other board members, such as Dr. Roy A. 
Woods, about going back to WHRO and seeing if 
anything new has come onto the market. 

"I always feh that thrpugh public sex education on 
television we could allow those Beach parents who want 
their children to receive proper sex education could do 
so. Those who didn't want it could, of course, not watdi 
it. I think this at least offers a partical solution to these 
troublesome health problems.^' 

WHRO ready to help 

WHRO vice president for broadcasting, Ijurry Orawl, 
said thr atation would be willing to assist the school 



board again in attempting to locate a program that 
would suit the needrof the Virginia Beach community. 
"WHRO is very willing to serve the needs of the

But, we would 

look for the most education and beneficial program we 

could find for the least amount of the Beach taxpayers 

money. WHRO would be proud to help Virginia Beach 

curb its VD, and other problenos."

Beach residents are advised to be on the lookout 
for the following venereal disease symptoms. If 
seen, call the Beach health department. 

VD symptoms include: 

GOBOf I hca-^Symptoms usually appear 2 to 8 
days after contact. A man will see whitish 
discharge from his penis and feel itching or bur- 
ning when urinating. A woman usually has milder 
signs that hardly show, but she may have burmng 
urination, vaginal discharge, fever or stomach 
pain. Gonorrhea Js diagnosed by a culture from 
the throat, cervix, penis or anus. 

Syphilis — Symptoms usually appear between 
10 and 90 days after contact. An infected person 
gets a sore (chancre) sometimes painful, on the sex 
organs or mouth. The sore will slowly disappear^ 
without treatment, but the disease has not gone 
away. Several months later, other signs may ap- 
pear — low fever, s^re throat, sores or rashes. 
These too may come and go. Syphilis is dfteaed 
by a blood test. After about two yeafs, a person 
with untreated syphilis reaches the point where he 
or she can't infect others, but his or her own 
health will deteriorate. 

Hcrpcg simplei virag type 2 (HSV-2>— 

Not every from of herpes is VD. But HSV-2 is. 
-Symptoms usually show 2 to 20 days after contact. 
They can be extremdy painful or very mild. A 
man will see a snudl sore or duster of blisters on 
his penis and probably fed m. burning sensation 
when urinating. A woman may have blisters in or 
around her vagina, or on the cervix. She may have 
fever and headaches. Without treatment, sym- 
iMoms disappear in a week or two, but may flare 
up later. The herpes vims doesn't leave the body; 
it "goes underground" for long periods between 
attacks.

In 
19S1, the community 
was shocked by the fact 
that there was no 
dependable emergency 
ambulance service avail- 
able. The Jaycees 
devoted their efforts to 
the problem. Funds were 
raised and a majority of 
the membership became 
the first rescue squad 
headed by J. Peter 
Holland and David 
Stormont, both members 
of the Board of tl^e 
Virginia Beach Jaycees.f . 

The following are 
some of the other major 
projects that have been 
conducted by the 
Virginia Beach Jaycees: 
The drive to build 
VirgiiUa Beach GcBcral 
Hospital; Sponsorship of 
the East Coast Surfing^ 
Championships; spon* * 
sorsbip of Imw^ golf 
and Junior tennis tour- 
namcats; sponsorship of 
a Sea Scoat nolt and a 
Boy Scoot Troop for 
handicapped Boys; Ap-

The City of Virginia 
Beach may soon be Tree to 
buy water from jurisdic- 
tions other than Norfolk. 

An agreement with 
Norfolk releases Virginia 
Beach from a stipulation 
in its water contract with 
Norfolk that had 
prohibilcd (he Beach from 
inlroducing any water but 
Norfolk'! ■" i^ Beach 
lines. Virignia beach City 
Council approved the ad- 
dendum Monday after- 
noon. Norfolk City Coun- 
cil has yet to take formal 
action on the matter. 

The addendum will 
enable Virginia Beach to 
contract with Chesapeake 
to purchase one to one- 
and-a-half million gallons 
of water a day from the 
NorthwMt River Treat- 
ment Ptant. The earliest 
possible dale ihc water can 
be made available is Feb. 
I. ■ 

Public Utilities director 
Aubrey Walts said a 12- 
inch tine in Chesapeake 
which meets with the 
Virginia Beach water lines 



at Indian River Road will 
have to be cut to make the 
connection and a meter 
box and cover will have to 
be installed. The lines 
were located to enable a 
connection with the two 
systems several years ago 
to provide for the use of 
water from either city in 
case of an emergency. 

Watts said that Virignia 
Beach will be treated like a 
large wholesale customer 
and will pay for the in- 
stallation of the meter. He 
said that since Viriginia 
Beach has materials which 
can be used on the job the 
city will probably be given 
credit for the materials. 

A release from the 
.ttipulation will enable the 
Beach to negotiate for 
water from wdb in Suf- 
folk and Isle of Wight. 
These wells have not yet

Citing many instances 
of iiiq;>t Russian interpre- 
tations and translations.

Fahey termed the status of 
Russian language profici- 
ency in the United States

Fahey's remarks were 
made to the motbers of 
the Cape Henry Women's 
Club at a recent limcheon 
held at Ramada Inn's 
Shipmate Restaiffant in 
Virginia Beach. "^ 

Fahey said, '"the alar- 
ming deterioratioii in this 
country's Riussian 
language capabilities has 
threatened our natio^ 
language and ^eseafch 
capacities whfn the 
denonds are at thpe hig^t 
point in our histo^." / 

According to FHhey 
Virginia Bciach » tjTiMcal 
of cities in wUch sphool 
systems have terminated 
the study of the| R|issian 
language.

power of any political sub- 
division will be pledtfcd to 
the payment of the Bonds, 
and the Bonds will not 
constitute an indebtedness 
within the meaning of any 
debt limitation or restric- 
tion.

"We have to make Beachers realize that pets are not 
Kleenex," said Virginia Beach SPCA employee Juanita 
Pearce. "In other words, dogs and cats shouldn't be 
disposed of just because people are through using 
them." 

Pearce. a 21 year Beach resident nA 12 yei^ em- 
ployee of the Beach Society for the ^^roycption of 
Cruelly to Animals, said during the Beach's ioid Winter 
months, the animals are in better shape thaifrdufing the 
Spring and early Summer. 

"Many times the pets are left here for adioption 
because its owner didn't want to ruin a vacation, or4>e 
tiad down over the Summer because of a dajji or cat." 
Pearce said. 

"They will leave the animal hoping that when they 
return in August or September it will still be alive and 
well at the shelter. We really discourage people from 
taking actions such as this. We want Beach r>et owners 
to take the responsibility that goes along with the 
pleasure of owning a pet. 

During the Winter, we are usually low on dogs^and 
cats. But by the last of March or early April, we'll be 
flooded with puppies and kittens; one thing is certain 
now: Every cat in Virginia Beach is pregnant and the 
Beach pet population will soon be booming!"

The total number of cats and dogs at the facility now 
is around iS yo 70. During the Summer that flgare 
could retch 130, or almost douWe. 

The Bon-pofit ihdter, located at 1098 Rufflo Rottd, 
ofrOcneral Booth Boulevard^istbesmly <Mie of its kind 
in Virginia Beach, and has jur^SSiction over the entire 
dty. Pearce said Virginia Beach pet owners treat and 
care for their pets pretty welt; but certain areas of the 
city may be more conducive to dot >nd cat over- 
population than others, and at no fanh of the Beach 
residents.

"There is really no one area of Virginia Beach that 
has more strays than the other." Pearce said. "What it 
comes down to, is that dogs and cats both have instincts 
of the wilderness in them, f^or example, if a cat is left 
ItOne for three weeks in the wild, or on his own, it is 
almost impossible to domesticate it again; it will have 
turned into a wildcat. 

"Dogs are much more passive. They only leave home 
when they're bored; and usually will return. But not a 
cat. 

"Even though the chances of survival of an animal 
out in the wfldemcas is maybe oOe out of ten. keeping a 
teash on tifc}! ii OMch caller than on a cat." 

Cats like tte wild, but tbey also like warmth. Ptane 
warns Beach residents to be careful when starting die 
car in the morning if there are a lot of cats in the neiih- 
borhood. 

'^Cats need warmth," she said, "and sometimes Us 
hard for wild, or stray cats to find it in Virginia Beach 
daring the Winter.

The animals in the shdter wear different tags around 
their necks. Red tags for those animals which had 
owners but who turned the animal over to the shdter; 
and those with white tags, representing strays. 

It is up to the shelter to find the creatures a home. 

"Basically we act like an adoption agency," Pearce 
said. "People turn over their pets to us and we attempt 
to find a good home for them. 

"We don't give out the names of the new owners to 
the old owners, but we will tell than if they ask, whether 
the former pet has been relocated or is still with us."

"We ask for donations when thCy bringjtfae animal 
in." Pearce said, "because we serve the entire Beach 
community and need its support to maintain the shdter. 
But the donation is not numdatory. 

"A donation is required, however, when an animal is 
picked up to cover its medical expenses, food, and 
shdter for its previous suy. 

"We chatge $20 for any male or female, dog ^hidi 
leaves the shelter. When the dog is discbaiged^ it will 
have already had one dbtcteper shol and been wontfed. 
We also require that the new owner bring cats back in 
six months for spaying and dogs come back in eight 
months for neutering. 

"The same requirements also apply to cats, but the 
fee is only $10 because it takes less time and food to care 
for them. But for both dogs and cats, we recommend 
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Juanita Pearce says the SPCA is like an adoption agen-

Kolback recommends Virginia Beach pet owners par- 
ticipate in the puppy kindergarten classes, conducted by 
theSPCA. 

"Some people have this funny notion that a pet can't 
be trained until it is six weeks cAA," she said, "and 
that's silly. By that time the pet has many bad habits 
that are very hard to break . 

"Our clsusses arc for those pets seven weeks to five 
and one-half mcMiths old. The basic obedience classes 
are very helpful and Beach pet owners won't one day 
find themselves frantically searching for an animal 
trainer". 

Four year old Josh Foster, son of Beach residerits, 
Mr. and Mrs. Lewis Foster, look for the family's 
missing cat at the Beach SPCA.

It's three in the morning. 

Beach resident Johnny can't sleep. He's tired; he's 
nervous: he's sweating. But he can't rest. Johnny sits up 

in bed, then lays back 
down again wide eyed and 
clutching his piDow to his 
chest. 

"What's wrong with 
me," he whispers to him- 
self. "If only soipeone 
would listen to me. If I 
could only explain how I 
feel. But it's hopeless. I 
may as well be dead." 

And with that final 
thought, Johnny breathes 
a sigh of relief. He has 
finially decided to do what 
he has been seriously con- 
sidering for months now. 

Quietly, Johnny tip toes 

into his parents bedroom and removes the pistol from 
his father's closet. He goes quickly back to his room and 
checks to make sure the ice cold revolver is loaded. 

"I don't want to do it," Johnny, sobbing softly, 
thinks to himself, "but this house, this job. these 
people. Who needs it? What's the use? I'd be happier 
dead." 

Fmially. his courage had come. 

Johnny grasped the weapon tightly and raised it to his 
head. ' • > 

"Now," he said, "people will wish they had paid 
more attention to me. " 

He slowly squeezed the trigger and Beacher Johnny 
became a suicide statistic. 

The preceding story was fictitious, but not seldomly 
bmrd in Virginia Beach. 

In the last ten years 242 Beach residents committed 
sulfide. A further breakdown of the Virginia Beach 
suicide rate indicates that an average of better than 24 
suicides occur early in the city, or about two a month. 

Suicide attempts at the Beach over the last ten years 
total 2, 170. A breakdown of this figure reveals that ap- 
proximately 217 Beach residents attempt suicide yearly, 
or about 18 of them a month. 

Beach satcidc trends 

Skip Sr^ntti. supervisor of emergency services. 
Virginia B<.*ach Department of Health, views Virginia 
Beach's suicide rate as in line with the rest of the nation. 

"Nationally, the suicide rate is 13.3 suicides per 
100.000 population." he said, "which, over the last 10 
years, would put Virignia Beach slightly under the 
national average with about 11 per 100,000^ But we 
must rememl>er that a seemingly non-increasing suicide 
rate may be misleading. Afterall. suicide numbers are 
increasing because, for one thing, the police are getting 
better in determining whether a death was caused by 
suicide or not; also, the stigma attached to suicide is 
slowly being lifted. 

Prevcatioa b the key 

Santti said many suicide attempts could be foiled if 
Beach residents replaced suicidal myths with facts. 

"Don't believe that those who talk about killing 
themselves wouldn't really do it." Santti said. "If they 
can think about it. or are thinking about it. they could 
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Beach suicides are Ukily to rise 



to it very easily; especially those who have previously at- 
tempted it. 

"Another fallacy states that suicide is a spontaneous 
activity and occurs without warning. This is totally 
wrong. 

"Before someone attempts suicide, he or she will 
usually leave clues which may be noticed by others. The 
most common clues include previous suicide attempts; 
giving away valued possessions and withdrawal from 
local civic organizations; putting personal affairs in or- 
der as if preparing for a long trip; unexplainable sudden 
change in behavior; discovering a suicide note; and 
crying for no apparent reason. " 

Santti said the clues should be looked for in clusters, 
and that Beachers should not panic i£ only one xx two 
clues are exhibited. 

Aayoac cmM attMip it 

Characteristics of suicide may also be discussed, ac- 
cording to Santti. to allow for a better understanding of 
those who attempt suicide. 

"Research has indicated that while men have a higher 
success rate for suicide than women," Santti said, 
"more women apparemly make suicide attempts. 
However, they are not as successful. 

"This trend is changing according to recent studies. It 
seems now that women are having more successful rate 
than in the past." 

Age is another suicidal characteristic whidi is also 
changing. 



"It used to be,|' Santti said, "that middle aged men 
headed the field jfor successful suicide attempts. But 
recently, the pattern has shifted to younger men, 15 to 
19, whose suicid| rate from 1954 to 1973 has almost 
tripled. 

"Racially, the suicide rate seems to be higher for 
Whites than Blacks. It has been found that the suidde 
^success rate for fon-Whites during 1960 was 4.6 per 
.1(^,000 and 1 1 .3 her 100,000 for Whites. 

"Martial statuJ, by itsdf, does not seem to be as im- 
portant as other wiables in determining suicide rates." 
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1 977 fieach suicide rate was highest -in last lOyears

The most revealing characteristic of a suicidal person 
is a prior history of the ict. 

"It has been provea," Santti said, "that 75% of 
those who successful^ attempt suicide had a prior 
history of being treatea in a state hospital. But many do 
not complete the act. And they, who talk of trying again 
JO kill jthemsdyes again should be watched very 
carefully." . j 

Santti said suicide can be prevented. 

"I can tell you one thing," he said, "I know the work 
we do in crisis counseling has deQnatdy prevented 
suicide. 

"When a Beach resident is considering suicide, m^ny 
times they feel helplesai, ht^ieless, and like they are in an 
intolerable situation w|ith |io one to discuss it with and 
no way out of it. 

"By the use of public education, seminars, and crisis 
intervention, I know we can curtail t!he suicide rate in 
Virginia Beach."

her; and that's the 
problem. Battered 
spouses and children in 
Virginia Beach have no- 
where they can go to get 
away from an abusive 
person."

Kindley said he has 
met with city represent- 
atives who are presently 
unwilling to finance such 
a project due to lack of 
evidence that a problem 
exists in Virginia Beach. 
' "City officials said, 
first of all, there is no 
evidence that we need a 
shelter in Virginia 
Beach," he said, 
"especially in light of the 
fact that there is such a 
facility in Norfolk. No 
one was sure if it's over- 
crowded or not. 

"I was encouraged at 
first, but now I'm a little 
discouraged. There 
seems to be no 
positiveness from Beach 
officials on this issue. I 
may have to take my 
campaign to the private 
sector of the Beach or I 
may contact the Federal 
Department of Housing 
and Urban^ Develop- 
ment.

February bills will reflect penalties 




Council spurring water custoriiers to consejrve

Although the City of Virginia Beach is planning to 
purchase water from three neighboring jurisdictions in 
addition to Norfolk, the only way it will get through the 
long, hot summer is with-strict conservation. 

As a spur to its water customers to save water, 
Virginia Beach will start imposing penalties on over- 
consumers starting with the Dec. 1, 1980 billing period. 
The water bills which will be sent out early in February 
will reflect the surcharges. 

The dcdsioa by City Coundl to imposrtfie penalties, 
which had been approved effective Oct. 1, was made 
during the flrst two hours of a two-hour-and-50-iilinute 
executive session Monday afternoon. The exectitive 
sesfioo dn water will be^ontinued at 4 pun. Thursday. 

During a break in the session. Mayor J. Henry Mc- 
Coy Jr. announced that Council, by consensus, had 
agreed to four measures relating to the water situation. 
They are: 
•Imposition of the penalties. 

•Purchase of 1 to 1 Vi million gallons of water a day 
from the City of Chesapeake for $1.51 per 1.000 
gallons, the price Chesapeake charges its customers. 

•Continue negotiations with Norfolk on its water 
contract with Virignia Beach and continue negotiations 
* with Suffolk and laic of Wjalit County on the puTchmae 
of well water. 

•Address the General Assembly Committee concer- 
ning proposed legislation which would make the inter 
basin transfer of water possible. 

McCoy said he and Councilwoman Meyera Ober- 
ndorf and perhaps some of the other Council members 
would go to Richmond Wednesday to discuss legislation 
which would enable the dty to get Its water from im- 
poundments west of the city. Some disagreement exists 
at present over who has water rights. 

He also said that Council will dissolve all iu Council 
water committees, but that Councilman Reid Ervin and 
Donald Merick. who have served on the Council's water 
committee, will represent the city at a meeting with Nor- 
folk ofricials which had been scheduled to discuss the 
contract. 

He said that Virginia Beach needs in writing Nor- 
folk's agreement to life the stipulation from the contract 
that prevents Virginia Beach from any water but Nor- 
folk's in its lines. The Beach Council approved the 
agreement last week. 

McCoy said that the Beach would like also to have 
eliminated the provision that Virginia Beach receive 
only surplus Norfolk water. 

As for negotiations with Suffolk and Isle of Wight, 
McCoy said those communities prefer having 
arrangements worked out by the respective staffs. 

McCoy said he did not think Virginia Beach wm in a 
"hopeless situation although it "will be tight." Even 
Norfolk, which has been the Beach's only supplier of 
water, should be interested in the negotiations with Suf- 
folk and Isle of Wight because Norfolk wiU be paid for 
treating the water. 

City manager George L. Hanbury said later at the in- 
formal session of Council that notices had been sent to 
customen who surpassed quota, that the city suff has 
had meetings with the Innkeepers Association to 
promote conservation. Notices and brochures havebeen 
printed promoting water restrictions. He said notice will 
be placed on every resuurant table in Virginia Beach 
explaining that no water will be served Unless requested. 
The dty has printed 100,000 notices which will go to 
every apartment, hotel, and motd for display and 
pluipbing firms have been asked to come up with water 
saving devices. ^ 

If the people continue to their part and the Innkeepers 
and thdr guests follow suit, "with the supply of water

Virginia Beach will charge penalities consistent with 
the water allocation i^an ad<4>ted last fall. Effeetive 
Oct. 1, Norfolk allocated Virginia Beach up to 73 per- 
cent of its average usage at the current contract rate of 
63.7 cents per 1.000 gallons. Surcharges were adopted 
for coDsumptioo over that~S3.31 for the next 2S penxnt 
usage and $14,006 for anything over 100 percent of 
average u^age.

To cover these possible surcharges by the C^ of Nor- 
folk. Virginia Beach adopted an aUocation-penalty of 
Its own. Customers are dwged the $1.;JI per 1.000 
gallons, the regular rate for usage up to U ,000 gallons; 
$4.10 per 1,000 gallons for usage of ll,00| to 18.000 

gaUorn aijd $14.70 per 1 ,000 gallons for anytjiing above 
18,000 gallons. 

Since Virginia Beach as a whole did not go over the 
lUlocation the dty waived the penalties for October and 
November. But to promote conservation among users 
above the allocation and in fairness to the city's conser- 
vationist, Coundl has decided to impose the penalties 

Since the penalties were determined on the basis of 
havmg three members in a household, any household 
wiUi more than three members win be exempted from 
the penalties if it can be shown that each member used 
no more than SO gallons a day. 

Scalacfc rccrcalioa center ^ 

The Seatack Recreation Center is three yfars away at 
least, but Seatack residents were assured Monday irfter- 
noon by Virginia Beach City Coundl that it would be 
built. 

Council also dedded to look into ways to protect

Graduation ceremonies for all seven Virignia Beach 
public high schools will be held at the new Virginia 
Beach Arts and Conference Center (Pavilion). Each 
school will have its own ceremony, but on three oc- 
casions, two Ceremonies will be conducted 
siqiultaneously. > 

kempsville and Cox high schools will hold their 
commencement exercises at 6p.m. on Friday. June 12; 
Kellam High will hold its graduation at 8:30 p.m. on 
Saturday, June 13; Green Run and Bayside highs will 
hold exercises at 2 p.m. on Sunday, June 14; and First 
Colonial and Princess Anne highs will round out the 
schedule at 6 p.m. that same day: 

The ^erem^ies have been held at the , individual 
school stadiums in the past, but they have always been 
V at the mercy of the weather. Contingency plans have 
always been necessary in case of rain, but untilthe 
opening of the Pavilion there was no place in Virginia 
Beach large enough to accommodate the ceremonies. 
The school gymnasiums are too small to hold the 
graduates and their guests. 

Although the graduation dates were set by the School 
Board, the actual order of the commencements was 
determined by chance. At a meeting with Deputy Super- 
intendent E. B. McGuire, the seven' high school prin- 
cipals drew numbers. 

The pairings were determined by school size; one 
large graduating class and one smaller graduating class 
were scheduled at the same time. In the case of the 
Saturday night ceremony, it was set at 8:30 p.m. to 
prevent interference with the Jewish Sabbath, which 
begins at sundown, 8:24 p.m. Friday evening, and ends 
at sundown Saturday evening at 8:24 p.m. Because of 
the later starting time, it was decided to hold the single 
ceremony then. 

Wtrile all the details of the ceremonies have not been 
worked out, Pavilion and school officials say there 
should he enough seating for a reasonable number of 
guests at each. Although two ceremonies will be held at 
the same time, pavilion officials also say there b 
adequate spdce for each, entirely separated from tlK 
other in such a way that neither will disturb the other. 

They add that the ceremonies will be held in air- 
conditioned <pmfort, no matter what the weather is like 
outside.
